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LEGISLATION CART PUT BEFORE 
EDUCATION HORSE 


POST-SECONDARY STUDENT LEADERS 
from across the province expressed 
outrage Monday at a government 
move that will remove tuition caps, 
and allow new policy decisions to be 
made behind closed doors. 

“They're removing any guarantee 
that new tuition policies will remain 
for more than a year. Tuition could 
be free one year, and we could get 
smacked with $20,000 bills the next,” 
said Jon Hoffman, Alberta College 
and Technical Institute Student 
Executive Council (ACTISEC) chair. 

The students joined Liberal and 
NDP caitics in challenging rookie 
Advanced Education Minister Denis 
Herard’s amendments, which 
remove tuition policy from legisla- 
tion and put it in regulation, where 
decisions can be made without pub- 
lic debate. 

Advanced Education spokesman 
Cam Traynor said the change was 
made to ensure “flexibility” so that 
when the.actual tuition policy is 
released, changes can be made 
despite the leadership race, which 
will cancel a fall sitting of the 
legislature. 

Liberal critic Dave Taylor scoffed 
at those excuses 

‘The sky wouldn't fall if we came 
back [to the Legislature] after the 


long weekend,” he said. 

And there will be little tone 
opportunity to hold up the legisla- 
tion with filibuster, since the amend- 
ment is only “60 devastating 
words,” NDP critic Raj Pannu 
added. 

Students successfully fought to 
have an explicit tuition policy 
included in the Post-Secondary 
Learning Act of 2003. ACTISEC 
executive director Elaine Ho said 
Minister Herard hasn’t satisfied stu- 
dent leaders with a reasonable 
explanation for removing the cap 
and putting tuition decision back in 
regulation. Many student leaders 
were also upset that the govern- 
ment, having consulted with stu- 
dents on a new tuition policy for a 
year; would be making such drastic 
legislative changes before releasing 
their new policy. 

“[Herard] keeps saying we're 
going to be very happy, but it’s com- 
pletely unclear what we're looking 
at. It’s a lot to ask... The trust level is 
not there,” she said. 

“The minister did suggest that if 
we wished it, if we were still wanti- 
ng to put it back in legislation, that is 
something he would help us work 
on... We have no clue what the long- 
term plan is. 


COPS COULD LOSE A TOOL: 
HARPER TO WATER DOWN GUN REGISTRY 


EDMONTON LONG GUN OWNERS WILL 
likely see an amnesty from the Fed- 
eral gun registry extended by the 
Federal Conservatives this spring, a 
first step towards Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper's election promise 
to axe the program. 

Edmonton's police Chief Mike 
Boyd publicly expressed his support 
of the gun registry in January. His 
position is reflected by the Canadian 
Association of Chiefs of Police, who 
say officers across Canada access the 
registry 5,000 times a day. 

The registry also allows gun 
licenses to be reVoked if an individ- 
ual is deemed too violent, or suffer- 
ing from mental illness. It is also 
used as a tool for determining 
whether police need to be wary of 
the potential of encountering a 
weapon when dispatched to a home. 

In January, Calgary police Chief 
Jack Beaton also expressed support 
for the registry to the Edmonton 
SUN. 

Though he had reservations 
about its costs, he said “you'd 
hate to throw the baby out 
with the bath water.”

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Klein’s skeletal legacy 


New secrecy measures a fitting farewell 


tr IS NOT UNCOMMON FOR POLITICAL 
leaders approaching the end of their 
terms in office to focus on what their 
legacy will be—something they have 
done or built for which they will be 
remembered in the history books. 
Some leaders erect statues, parks or 
buildings in their own honour, oth- 
ers pass significant bills or policies. 
With just over six months left in 
his time as Premier, it seems Ralph 
Klein is quickly running out of 
potential legacies. His move to dras- 
tically alter the nature of health care 
in Alberta with his “Third Way” 
plan was soundly defeated by the 
public’s reaction.

The Premier also knows, as do 
most Albertans, that he cannot possi- 
bly claim the elimination of Alberta’s 
debt as his own legacy, unless he can 
somehow take credit for the spikes 
in the international oil market or the 
fact that Alberta has oil in the first 
place. 

Even his-attempt to drastically 
overhaul the province's post sec- 
ondary education system ground to 
a halt when former Minister David 
Hancock decided he would rather 
run for leader than see the project 
through to fruition. 

Faced with the prospect of having 
no legacy to leave behind, the Pre- 
mier appears to have decided on a 
new approach: if he cannot make it 
into the history books as a result of 
some accomplishment, he will make 
sure he does not make it into the his- 
tory books as a result of some failure 
or scandal buried in his govern- 
ment'’s past. 


SEEK NO EVIL 

That would be the only possible 
reason for the government's decision 
to move full steam ahead on Bill 20. 
The piece of legislation, already 
dubbed the “secrecy bill” by Alber- 


internal auditor for 15 years. 

Briefing notes are how senior 
department staff bring a new minis- 
ter up to speed on the department's 
agenda, policy initiatives, and con- 
text. They are also provided to sit- 
ting ministers before each legislature 
session. FOIP already protected sen- 
sitive recommendations and advice 
contained within the briefing notes, 
so why the need to seal off these 
reports all together?

Perhaps even more concerning, 
however, is the sealing of internal 
audit documents for 15 years. The 
role of the internal auditor is to go 
through the government's various 
programs and departments to 
ensure efficiency and effectiveness. 
The idea is to provide proper stew- 
ardship of our tax dollars by alerting 
the government to any problems or 
potential problems in a timely fash- 
ion. Why would a responsible 
democratic government seek to bury 
these reports from the public and the 
legislature for 15 years? 


ALBERTA, THE NEW OTTAWA 

Recent happenings in Ottawa 
might shed some light on the gov- 
ernment’s motivation. Had this kind 
of legislation existed at the federal 
level, the sponsorship scandal 
would not have been exposed to its 
full extent. Without access to the fed- 
eral government's internal audit 
information, most of what happened 
with adscam would never have 
reached the public eye. 

Is Bill 20 the Premier's way of 
ensuring his “legacy” does not meet 
the same unfortunate fate as thal of 
the federal Liberals? 

A few months ago, in reference to 
the federal sponsorship scandal, Pre- 
mier Klein suggested that sort of 
thing would not happen in Alber- 
ta—clearly confident then that if 
there were scandals, they would 
simply never come to light.

ta’s media, makes significant 
amendments to the province's Free- 
dom of Information and Protection 
of Privacy Act (FOIP). 

As anyone who has ever tried to 
get information from this govern- 
ment will tell you, Alberta’s FOIP 
rules are already long on Privacy 
and short on Freedom. 

Alberta is widely acknowledged 
as the most secretive and unaccount- 
able government in the country—a 
fact that was reinforced last year 
when the Canadian Association of 
Journalists chose the Klein Govern- 
ment as the recipient of its annual 
“Code of Silence” award for secrecy, 
easily beating out a number of final- 
ists including the former federal Lib- 
eral government. 

The provisions of Bill 20 will push 
this and lack of transparency 
even further. The Bill seeks to seal all 
ministerial briefing notes for a peri- 
od of five years, and all documenta- 
tion and reports of the government’s 


Could it be that the government's 
decision to move ahead with Bill 20 
is a protective reaction to Lyle 
Oberg’s recent assertion that he 
knew where the government's skele- 
tons were hidden? Oris it simply the 
next logical step in a long line of bills 
designed to keep Albertans as far 
away from the inner workings of 
this government as possible? 

Either way, Bill 20 does more than 
just further bury whatever skeletons 
this government might have. It also 
succeeds in establishing, in no uncer- 
tain terms, what Mr. Klein's legacy 
wili be—that of having led the most 
secretive, unaccountable and unde- 
mocratic government this province 
has ever seen. 

And Albertans for generations to 
come will remember that legacy as 
they are forced to struggle to re- 
establish some sense of open and 
responsible government in the 


province.

other celebrities. 

Coincidentally, on the same day 
that SEE contacted Dimitrijevic, 
General Motors announced that 
they were ceasing production of H1s 
next month. They’ ve got smaller fish 
to fry, like the H3, which is much 
smaller, about the size of an Envoy, 
and is GM's latest push to take the 
Hummer line out of the niche mar- 
ket and into the average driveway 
by offering a lower price tag and 
better fuel economy. 

Such developments are revealing 
in how, contrary to the toxic emis- 
sions by the likes of Limbaugh, 
automobile manufacturers are 
adjusting to new global realities. It 
might not be happening as quickly 
as some would like, but looking at 
the development of the Hummer 
from out-sized ego booster to a 
medium build family wagon, it’s 
evident that the times are indeed a- 
changing. 


REAL MEN EAT NICHE 

Truth be told, the classic Hum- 
mer, the soon-to-be-defunct H1 
which was modeled on the Ameri- 
can military's light troop transport 
Humvee, was more symbol of 
wasteful consumption than primary 
cause of environmental destruction, 
mainly because so few were pro- 
duced. US sales never topped more 
than a few hundred units annually. 
The H1’s nearest cousin, the H2, 
peaked in sales in 2004, and even 
then only for about 25,000 units. 

“The H2 is built so that it’s a little 
more economical,” says Dimitrijevic 
of his vehicle of choice, refreshingly 
free of Rush-like rhetoric one might 
expect from an Alberta Hummer 
driver, and taking into consideration 


Edmonton Waterloo Ford president Randall 
Purvis. “So that's just filling a need.” 

In contrast, Purvis says sales for cars like 
the fuel-efficient Ranger, which run on four 
and six cylinder engines, are only getting 


stronger. 

“Every month it's progressively better,” 
he say. “For April, the Ranger was 135.9 per 
cent over last year. It’s the best April since 
1989,” 

Also making notable gains in the market 

are the Escape Hybrids, which he says had 
Ges Geta dirs tte eyed ese 
introduced, with sales doubling in the first 
quarter of 06. 

And Purvis thinks that’s a very good 
thing, based on his own experience with the 
vehicle. 

“| loved it and here's why,” he explains of 
his month-long personal trial with the 
hybrid. “I've been tracking how much my 
company has been spending in gas lately, and 





in one month alone it was $4000 more.

“It’s not built like a four-cylinder or 
a Smart car, but there’s a lot of 
things you can do to the truck to 
improve its fuel economy. | fill up 
now every two weeks, roughly, and 
I get about 610 km to a tank—120 L 
tank at a bucka litre.” 

As for the H3s, which could prove 
to be exponentially more popular 
with their under $50,000 price tag 
(as compared to about $100,000 for 
an H1 and $75,000 for an H2) well, 
they’re no better or worse than the 
14 mid-size trucks and vans (that’s 
an exact figure) that just passed my 
window as I typed this sentence. 

“| think it comes down to attri- 
tion. Everybody's giving [Hummer] 
a bad rep, and eventually GM said 
let’s build something that’s more 
economical, you can park down- 
town easily—albeit I’ve never had a 
problem parallel parking—it’s more 
appealing to a female audience and 
young professionals, and it really 
gives you a safe sense of driving, 
especially in inclement weather. You 
don’t have any of the hesitations 
you'd have when driving on bad 
roads. And again, I think GM did it 
to shift the focus away from heavier 

ers and to find something 
that would fit into the mainstream 
buyers’ area. 

Dimitrijevic adds that GM will 
likely adapt super-charged or turbo 
systems to future H2s, which will 
aid in re-burning fuel and thus 
upping their efficiency. Of course, 
none of this is to say that any of 
these upgrades will exactly re-cate- 
gorize Hummers as environmental- 
ly friendly, but Dimitrijevic main- 
tains that if trucks are used responsi- 


ership stance to say, ‘Let’s be careful and 
respectful. So | drove it all around, and | fell 
in love with it”

bly, then the owners have nothing to 
apologize for. 

“The stigma that’s been attached 
to the name, that’s kind of hard 
sometimes. You go to the gas station 
and the guy goes ‘Uh, how’s that on 
gas?’ Well, that’s a stupid rhetorical 
question. Everybody assumes, 
based on the H1’s fuel economy 
[that] it’s the same for the H2. It’s far 
different,” he says, adding that, if 
owners so choose, they can further 
improve the fuel efficiency by cus- 
tomizing the exhaust system, or by 
adding a Bosch air-heater. 

“Little things like that add several 
miles to the gallon,” Dimitrivejic 
says maintaining that Hummer 
owners, or at least the 50-plus mem- 
bers in his club’s chapter, are a dedi- 
cated lot, and that none of them sim- 
ply parade about in what he deems 
metro-bound “asphalt queens.” 

“Realistically speaking, if you 
don’t take it off-road, then you're 
better off buying, I don’t know, a 
Forerunner or something like that. 
Everybody does off road. You have 
to be a person that likes the outdoors 
to have a truck like that, you can’t 
have it just to drive around the 
city—it doesn’t make any sense...” 


HUMMBRID? 

The biggest surprise, though, that 
comes in conversing with Dimitrije- 
vic isn’t his defense of the Hum- 
mer—he is the club president, after 
all—but unlike other big-wheel, 
global-holocaust deniers, he’s well- 
versed in environmental issues, and 
comes up in favour of some very 
progressive measures for mindful 
energy consumption. And, while an 
eco-activist would probably find 
much to debate with him over the 


accordingly—either switching back to gas 
for higher velocities or working simultane- 
ously with the electric battery. 

“The basic premise is that when you 
press the brake, you're actually charging the 





battery,” says Purvis. “It's 
don't notice it coming and going.” 
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cause of ozone depletion—he’s not 
entirely convinced that vehicle emis- 
sions are a leading cause—at least he 
acknowledges that it exists. Further- 
more, he advocates hybrid technolo- 
gy, extolling the research GM is 
using with hydrogen cells—some- 
thing that appears to be leading to, 
believe it or not, the production of 
hybrid Hummers in the very near 
future. 

And what would get him to 
switch over? 

“Availability. It would be nice to 
find an electric one, but you just 
can’t go plugging it in anywhere. So 
then you look at an alternative mea- 
sure—some vehicles mun on electric 
and then they switch over to gas or 
diesel for highway travel. Which is 
smart. But if you could do it a little 
more efficiently, using a hydrogen 
cell type combustion system, then 
that’s even better. You'll have more 
horsepower, you're going to get bet- 
ter bang for your dollar, and your 
vehicle will have a little more foot- 
pound torque. That's kind of what's 
valued in a Hummer truck. It’s just a 
matter of time until it’s available.” 

As such, he sees the silver lining 
on those clouds trapping green- 
house gases in the atmosphere. 

“1 think that overall, we're getting 
smarter. We've learned that emis- 
sions don’t work—you have asth- 
ma, lung problems, cancer... are 
they attributed to emissions? Yeah, 
probably. It’s all relative to growth. 
But, at the end of the day at least 
we're smart enough to realise we 
can’t keep going on this way. We 
have to change—and that goes for 
anybody who owns an SUV or some 
of the pickup trucks out there.”

As for consumers, he says that once peo- 
ple start noticing the vehicles on the road 
it'll only increase the sales volume. In the 
meantime, he says the government could 
help get things running a little quicker, point- 
ing to a US measure in which buyers of 
hybrids were rewarded with a cash 

“We've tried and we've appealed. I'm 
meeting with the president of Ford next 
week in Calgary, and that’s going to be one 
of the things we're going to talk about. We 
know that global warming is an issue, so this 
is a fantastic way to at least help us. But it 
takes a whole lot of momentum, and per- 
haps a person like myself who actually has 
experience in it and passion about it to start 
talking to the right people. 

“It makes total sense to me, because if 
you're looking at two vehicles—one was a

$7 to prepare, I generally feel like I 
should have at least got a hug and 
kiss before they screwed me. 

Second, as I’ve already men- 
tioned, I’m kind of a plebe. I’m nota 
fancy high-falutin’ player who 
makes power deals and wears pin- 
stripes. I ride the bus to work. I’m 
used to being the greasy cook in the 
back, not the guy sitting in the din- 
ing room trying to decide what the 
appropniate dollar amount to claim 
for wine at lunch is. 


HOME IN THE RANGE 

So, when I was invited to a work- 
ing lunch at II Portico the other day, 
I was a nervous wreck. I pulled open 
the door to peek inside and it was 
even worse than I expected. Every- 
thing about the place was beautiful 

The warm Tuscan colours made 
the room cozy and inviting and the 
sun was dancing on the elegant 
looking bottles placed artfully 
behind the bar. Stylish, beautiful 
servers swept by me dressed all in 
black as I stood and gaped. The host- 
ess elegantly glided over to me and 
efficiently placed me at my table 
while another waitress honed-in to 
take a drink order 

It was like I was an unwilling par- 
ticipant in a well-choreographed 
dance where everyone except me 
knew his or her part. I'd inevitably 
trip over my two left feet and crash 
face first into someone's soup a la

I just about messed myself when I 
picked up the menu. The restaurant 
has a reputation in Edmonton after 
all, and the way my wife's friends 
spoke of it in reverential tones made 
me think I was going to be on the 
hook for a pretty expensive lunch. 
So, when I looked at the menu and 
saw it was a really reasonable selec- 
tion of items in the $10 to $13 range, 
I thought “I just might be able to pull 
this off after all.” 

| also liked that they didn’t feel a 
need to offer an overwhelming num- 
ber of choices. They list salads, 
starters, and entrees (a half dozen of 
each), all of which are contemporary 
Italian in style, meaning updated 
versions or takes on classical Italian 
dishes. In short, I] Portico does not 
suffer from the identity crisis that 
seems to plague so many Edmonton 
restaurants 

They do suffer from the very 
annoying tendency some upscale 
places have of writing novelettes for 
menu descriptions however. When 


my waitress returned and started 
turning blue because she tried to get 
through a description of a pasta spe- 
cial with only one breath, I felt a 
need to end her misery and inter- 
rupted, saying, “That's OK. I'll just 
have the chicken salad.” (Technical- 
ly, I think it’s listed as the warm grill 
chicken breast cut into strips and 
layered over cups of butterleaf let- 
tuce served with a creamy gor- 
gonzola dressing, walnut pieces and 
grapes salad... $10). 


SO THIS IS WHAT IT’S LIKE... 

At any rate, | munched away on 
my arty-looking salad while the 
waitress flitted in and out almost 
unnoticed. The walnut pieces were 
fresh, and went well with the super- 
soft butterleaf lettuce, while the sting 
of the gorgonzola was offset nicely 
by the sweetness of the grapes. I 
think I would have preferred it with- 
out the chicken, which seemed like a 
bit of an afterthought or something

they had to add to make the salad 
hearty enough to be a lunch entrée, 
but it was fine nonetheless. 

Truthfully though, the food was 
really a small part of the whole expe- 
rience. The lasting impression that I] 
Portico made on me was how nice it 
was to be in a proper restaurant that 
doesn’t produce adult versions of 
teenager food (pretty much anything 
that comes with too much melted 
cheese), served by twentysome- 
things that feel it’s vital to crouch at 
your table and introduce themselves 
as your server. 

As I looked around at the other 
diners and the service staff flowing 
about the room like one giant syn- 
chronized electric current, I felt com- 
fortable. I] Portico is professional, not 
exclusionary. Without a word of a 
lie, atone point I thought to myself, 
“This must be what it feels like to be 
a grown up.” And for only $10:

If anyone should be able to ade- 
quately define “performance art” for 
a general audience, Canadian 
doyenne Margaret Dragu is a likely 
candidate—not only because of her 
plainspoken takes on the genre, but 
also by virtue of her deep roots in 
the medium. 

Dragu was practicing perfor- 
mance art over 30 years ago, going 
between Montreal, Toronto, and 
New York. “At first when we were 
making it, we didn’t even have those 
words. In retrospect now, most of us 
were escaping other practices— 
dance, theatre, painting—some other 
form,” she recalls. “We were exiled 
for being too antagonistic, or too 
political, or we wouldn’t bear down 
in conventions of practice. But we 
were all doing these things, all over 
the world. So I plunged around in 
these cities with people who were 
breaking the rules, and we called it 
‘performance art’ eventually. With 
my dance background, I tried to 
hold onto ‘modern dance’ for as long, 
as | could, like: ‘really, really modern 
dance,’ but no.” 

The popular culture conception of 
performance artists as these tweaky, 
occasionally sexy crazies fuels jokes 
such as the aforementioned banana 
wrangler. 

The truth is, though, that good 
performance art is the true realm of 
ideas, There’s an intent animating a 
sequence of events and interactions, 
usually inverting the meaning of the 
experience. Performance art can be 
caustic and uncomfortable, or it can 
be whimsical and funny. It can con- 
front or it can invite. It can be deeply 
personal or Utopian. 


“There are these broad practices,” 
Dragu explains. “You have artists 
who stand up and talk, who wrap 
things or themselves as a sculptural 
sort of thing, who do these big politi- 
cal or social interventions, or do very 
small ritual things, or have a huge 
amount of tech, video and sound 
and things exploding. But what's the 
thought, the intent? I’m only inter-

ested in art that’s about thinking.” 

Dragu is excited about the lineup 
for this year’s Visualeyez, the sev- 
enth festival of performance art host- 
ed by Latitude 53. She is making the 
trek to the festival from her Vancou- 
ver home, while other festival guests 
are coming from as far away as 
South America and Europe. 

“Tm always happy about 
Visualeyez. It’s a jewel,” Dragu 
states. “It’s more like a lab than a fes- 
tival. For 14 hours a day, I get to see 
performance art, talk about perfor- 
mance art, make performance art. 
It’s so intimate.” 

Every Visualeyez has a theme that 
artists work with for the duration of 
the festival. This year’s theme is 
“domesticity,” explored by 10 artists 
generating dissimilar work. For the 
festival's opening night, Dragu will 
show her video. 

“Rent Do is based on Grimm fairy 
tales: women, poverty, domesticity. 
It'sa comedy.” Cleaning and Loving 
(It), which will also screen at the fes- 
tival, is a documentary that covers 
Dragu’s “cleaning lady” work and 
highlights both her practice and her 


life as an artist. “The hope is that 
these can contextualize the ideas of 
‘domesticity’ and ‘performance.’” 

Dragu isn’t just a guest artist. 
Visualeyez has retained her as its 
animator. 

“4 like to call myself the scribe,” 
laughs Dragu. “T get to write about 
everything at the festival, every 
night, for the web site. Bearing wit- 
ness. It’s an honoured position and I 
am happy to do it.” 

She adds, “A good performance is 
riveting. My hope as a performing 
artist is that people who were there 
say, ‘I just can’t describe it.’ These 
are intense live events. You just have 
to be there.”

COSY, as the Carnival of Shriek- 
ing Youth is affectionately known, 
began screaming 14 years ago asa 
short festival of plays. 

Karl Schreiner, a self-described 
former frustrated teen artist, took 
over the festival 12 years ago. Since 
then it’s grown to fill the entire 
month of May with theatre, music, 
visual art, and film. 

This year’s festival, now in its sec- 
ond week, is the largest ever. “This 
year we're sitting on ten plays, 14 
films—six of which we're produc- 
ing. There are 62 bands and the visu- 
al art gallery is so large Red Strap 
had to upgrade us.” 


AN END TO ANGST 

Schreiner attributes the festival’s 
artistic spraw] to its inclusiveness. 
“We try not to turn anything or any- 
one away. Even after the art gallery 
opened, I received email requests 
from people who want to submit 
their art.”

Bus Fare by Tamara Raynor-Cot (“1 
haven't laughed so hard in my 
life.”). The fare tends towards dark 
themes used toward comedic ends, 
says the festival director. “There's 
more comedy than Ive seen in 
long time. There was a trend after 
9/11 and the war in Iraq where the 
plays got really dark—suicide and 
murder. 

“Things have lightened up in the 
last of couple years. The festival has 
grown up as well, we don’t see the 
teen angst plays of the first few years 
any more.” 

Like an NHL scout, Schreiner and 
his cohorts keep ar eye on potential- 
ly interested teens each school year. 
“We're all about the creation, the 


first attempt at creation. We actively 
look for 14 — 16 year-olds with the 
bug but who don’t know where to 
start. At the start of the school year 
we actively recruit and off a free 
writers’ workshop to get an idea on 
paper and develop it into a script.” 


THA BATTLE ENGAGED 

Teens @ the Turn takes a slightly 
different approach. The festival 
merges young talent with profes- 
sional theatre practitioners and 
scripts. 

Citadel artistic associate Mark 
Haroun knows first hand how 
important it is for youth to have an 
opportunity to showcase their cre- 
ativity, having grown up in St. 
Albert and participating in the St. 
Albert Children’s Theatre. 

His primary aim is to provide a 
meaningful venue. “I based the festi- 
val on three pillars—relevancy to 
young people, mentorship, working 
with professionals from the commu- 
nity is an important learning experi- 
ence, and diversity. The participants 
are diverse in ethnicity, sexuality 
and socio-economic segments.” 

One subset of the festival is to give 
teens a bigger picture, examining 
and exploring issues that are 
provocative and not mainstream. 
“The teens from iHuman havea 
new hip hop show Lost in tha Battle 
[May 18 & 20,7 pm; May 21,2 pm]. 
They engage the issues in teen life of 
homelessness, crime, and drugs. 
They aren’t things people want to 
hear but it’s important they are say- 
ing them.” 

Which ties in with a theme that 
emerged as the festival was pro- 
grammed—thought crimes. The 
other big show this year is Jonathan 


Christenson’s adaptation of Orwell’s 
1984 (May 19 & 21,7 pm). “Most of 
these kids were born well after 
1984!” laughs Haroun, “But the 
themes are still relevant. It’s thought 
crimes, the idea that people will tell 
you what you should think, how to 
live and who to be. Brent Hartinger’s 
Geography Club (May 18,8 pm) is set 
ina high school where it isn’t ok to 
belong, to a gay kids alliance. Being 
gay in school is a secret that’s hard to 
keep, it’s a big issue in high school if 
its not accepted.” 


LOBBYING FOR YOUTH 

The Geography Club script will be 
read by young people representing 
various city groups dedicated to 
supporting gay, lesbian, bisexual 
and transgender youth. 

Hartinger himself will be in town 
over the weekend (May 18, 4 pm, at 


. the Milner Library Theatre) to read 


from his novel of the same name. A 
series of forums facilitated by Youth- 
speak round out the festival’s focus 
on discussion as does the Thought- 
Crime Lobby Project. It’s an art 
installation examining a world 
under constant surveillance. 

No teen theatre festival is com- 
plete without plays written by the 
participants, and Haroun has also 
programmed Plays About My Brain 
(May 17,8 pm). Written by students 
in the Foote Theatre School Teen 
Playwriting class, the seven plays 
are directed by Jared Matsunaga- 
Turnbull and read by a cast of pro- 
fessional actors. 

Haroun and Schreiner are agreed 
on one thing—they love to watch the 
reaction of audiences coming 
through their events.

Romance is just fine 


Tribute to female songwriters stuck in third

THEY HAD CHUTZPAH, WIT, AND A 
determination to succeed in a man’s 
world. That is all we are told about 
the women of Tin Pan Alley whose 
songs make up the latest Plain Janes 
revue, A Fine Romance. The four 
vocalists—Kirsten Barlow, Allison 
Boyce, Kendra Connor and Blake 
Turnerwho interpret the songs of 
wordsmiths like Dorothy Fields, 
Dana Suesse, Kay Swift et al, are also 
blessed with tons of chutzpah and 
charm as they sing their way 
through some thirty tunes spanning 
the 1920s to 1960s. 

The revue is.a construct by Tim 
Ryan, and he's crafted a winning 
combination—place four fresh-faced 
performers (two still in the Grant 
Macewan Theatre Arts program, 
two recently graduated) on stage 
with a piano, lots of spotlights and 
four microphones. As a whole it suc- 
ceeds, with hit after delightful hit 
charming the ears of an appreciative 
audience sipping wine and nibbling 
Bits and Bites at cabaret tables at La 
Cité Francophone. From the four- 
part harmony of “Just the Way You 
Look Tonight’ to the thrilling fugues 
in “The Rhythm of Life” the per- 
formers nail some complex four part 
harmonies always keeping the enter- 


tainment value high. 

Oddly enough, the high-energy 
eagerness to please is a drawback in 
this 90-minute trip through Tin Pan 
Alley. In showcasing his nascent 
triple threats Ryan seems to utilize a 
“go big, or go home” style of direc- 
tion. It results in some vocal strain 
and lost notes as the evening pro- 
gresses. 2 

With one or two exceptions, there 
is little variation in rhythm—tempi 
are quite rigidly enforced, some- 
times lacking the sprightly syncopa- 
tion that made tunes like “The 
Sunny Side of the Street” favourites 
on gramophones throughout North 
America. Despite the presence of 
microphones, the singers are encour- 
aged to over project, often to the 
detriment of vocal quality, intona- 
tion and personality. Ballads like I'll 
Never Smile Again are delivered at 
the same vocal intensity as show- 
stoppers like “If They Could See Me 
Now.” It would be a treat to hear 
these wonderful performers encour- 
aged to explore modulation and 
interpretation, relaxing into their 
numbers more. 

Thrilling though a good Broad- 
way belt can be, it can become wear- 
ing if utilized almost exclusively. An 
important element of a cabaret stag- 
ing, especially in a space like-La Cité, 
is an atmosphere of intimacy. The 
genre offers ample opportunity for a 
singer to fully explore and own the 
material, gifting the listener with 


their personal stamp or insight. It’s 
vital that a sense of a shared experi- 
ence is attained. The big sound ema- 
nating from the speakers coupled 
with the determined delivery robs A , 
Fine Romance of that dynamic. 

Wonderful moments do occur in 
the show; watching Barlow com- 
pletely transform as she unleashed a 
sultry contralto utterly belied by her 
ingenue looks for “Put the Blame on 
Mame.” Boyce is a budding comedic 
performer of note—her off the cuff 
“Noo Joisey” performance of “He 
Had Refinement” is a definite high- 
light. And Turner displays a playful 
matinee idol charm serenading the 
ladies in “You Ought to Be In Pic- 

Connor, who's been seen in pro- 
ductions like Johnny Guitar and She 
Loves Me has the most experience, 
and is tasked with delivering many 
of the best-known songs of the 
evening. She has a formidable 
dynamic range and a blossoming 
ability to string together notes in 
runs of intricate glissandi and arpeg- 
gi. There is a melancholy timbre to 
the voice that lends itself beautifully 
to minor key songs like “How High 
the Moon,” while in a more chipper 
mode she can handle the sparkling 
gusto of “If They Could See Me 
Now.” 

Hearing the cast nail “The 
Rhythm of Life” is hair-raising in a 
good way and one comes away with 
the sense that some solid entertain- 
ment has been delivered by fabulous 
new talent, but somehow you wish 
you could have gotten to know them 
better.

NAOMI WALLACE'S POLITICALLY EDGY 
and poetically daring play One Flea 
Spare is a real theatrical treat, says 
director Andrea Boyd. 

“It’s not the kind of play that peo- 
ple often get a chance to see. This is a 
quality and risky work of theatre,” 
she says of the final offering of the 
2005-2006 Studio Theatre season. 

“This is also.a play that has it all— 
amazing dialogue, emotional depth 
and a real sense of issues. And it’s 
also a very funny play in very unex- 
pected ways,” Boyd adds. 

One concrete argument she cites 
for the production’s dramatic quality 
is the cast of top-flight Edmonton 
performers she’s attracted: Sandra 
Nicholls, John Wright, Clarice Eck- 
ford, Darren Dolynski, and Clinton 
Carew. 

According to Eckford, a young 
thespian who's performed in anoth- 
er Wallace work (The Trestle at Pope 
Lick Creek) and plays the cheeky pre- 
teen character of Morse in Boyd’s 
production, One Flea Spare reminds 
her of Chekhov's brand of wry 
humour. 


“This is certainly the most political 
play I've ever worked on,” Eckford 
adds. 

Hailing from Kentucky, Wallace 
has made her theatrical reputation in 
England, where she currently lives 
and enjoys an enviable reputation as 
an overtly political writer known for 
subtle deconstructions and out-and- 
out inversions of power, class, race, 
gender, and other expected social 
roles. 

One Flea Spare is more typical of 
this oeuvre than not. 

Written back in 1995, the play is 
set in London during the plague- 
ravaged year of 1665 and tells the 
story of four mismatched English cit- 
izens desperately trying to survive 
after being tossed together in rather 
random and apocalyptical circum- 
stances. 

In short, an upper-class couple, 
William and Darcy Snelgrave 
(Wright and Nicholls) are about to 
be released from a month-long 
housebound quarantine period but 
find themselves imprisoned again 
when two uninvited visitors (the 
AWOL sailor Bunce (Dolynski) and 
Morse) break into their stately Lon- 
don home. 

“Wallace is very much a Marxist 
playwright exploring class and gen- 
der oppression,” says Boyd, under- 
lining that despite her leanings, she’s 
no old school dogmatist. 

“She really knows her theory and 
is interested in sexuality and the 
body and how the world of work 
affect the body and therefore its abil- 
ity to love. Her plays extend that out 
even further to looking at how soci- 
ety as a whole affects the body,” says 
the director. 

Despite the overt subject matter,

Boyd says One Flea Spare isn’t a 
“play about a plague or a pandemic” 
but about a chaotic situation created 
by a disaster—think Katrina more 
than Bird Flu—that can toss normal 
societal structures and expectations 
on their head. 

While Wallace's plays offer up 
tons of intellectual fodder for those 
who know their theory, adds Boyd, 
“you certainly don’t need to know 
any critical theory” to enjoy this 
work. 

For Eckford, Wallace’s work ends 
up being remarkably easy to play— 
aside from the elevated language— 
in that her characters “don’t realize 
what is going on and have no idea of 
the politics” they are embodying. 

“My character, for example, finds 
a lot of what is going on in the play 
quite funny even if she doesn’t really 
know how to deal with what she’s 
going through. 

“The play is very realistic from the 
inside and really works from the 
inside-out,” Eckford says of the 
heightened reality the play demands 
of its performances.

and nightly power outages. At least 
the latter would provide some 
respite from the stream of propagan- 
da issuing from radios that citizens 
can turn down but can’t shut off. 

Despite the heavy regimentation 
of daily life and the massive daily 
doses of government ideology, fami- 
ly life for the two gymnasts seems 
pretty normal. What's remarkable is 
the pressure these young girls put 
on themselves to be part of the Mass 
Games which, aside from giving 
them an opportunity to perform 
before virtually deified president 
Kim Jong Il, seems to demand 
incredible effort and a lot of free 
time. 

While the peek into the private - 
lives of North Koreans is fascinating, 
the Mass Games themselves make 
for pretty compelling subject matter 
too. Hyon Sun has participated in 
two previous Mass Games, one of 
which required some 200 million 
man-hours of preparation. 

A pageant of colourful costumes, 
vigorous gymnastics and dance, and 
a huge shifting mosaic of revolution- 
ary themes (powered by 12,000 
school children with big flip cards), 
it’s the horse-drawn equivalent of a 
western-style sports spectacle, the 
point of which is not to determine a 
superior team but to celebrate the 
notion of collective effort and the 
sublimation of the individual into 
the group. 

A State of Mind offers the expected 
interesting glimpse of a culture 
utterly different from our own, but 
it’s just as interesting for how it 
allows one to reflect on the prevail- 
ing diversions and, some would say, 
obsessions of western civilization. 

if it seems like an absurdly grand 
expenditure of effort bringing this 
vast, winnerless spectacle to fruition, 
you need only to visit Whyte Ave. 
after the next Oilers game to see our 
own overpriced version of bread 
and circuses and the unreasoning 
devotion—to say nothing of the” 
excess—spawned thereby. 

On the other hand, maybe such 
reflections seem unpatriotic at this 
critical time. Goilers!

WHILE AUDIENCES HAVE BEMOANED 
the fact that mainstream movies are 
interrupted by increasingly graphic 
depictions of violence and sex, ironi- 
cally, arthouse films, which have 
long included hardcore scenes of fel- 
latio, retain a bizarre sort of bour- 
geois respectability purely by virtue 
of the fact that they’re considered 
capital A “Art” rather than pure 
pornography. 

Just as it seems silly now to label 
as pornographic any visual art 
which depicts the nude human 
form—an impossibly Victorian form 
of prudery!—the young and trendy, 
with their natural cultural preten- 
sions, are anxious to prove that 
they’re not squeamish when it 
comes to frank depictions of sex acts 
on screen (“if the narrative calls for 
them...” has become their pale rally- 
ing cry). 

Yet, when it comes to film, the 
boundaries between art and porn 
arguably become more indistinct, as 
demonstrated, for example, by a joke 
quiz in the culture section of The 
Guardian newspaper's website, 
which asks readers to distinguish 
between stills from “legitimate” art 
films like Eric Rohmer’s Pauline a la 
plage (1982) and Jacques Rivette’s La 
Belle Noiseuse (1991), and scenes from 
vintage peepshows. 

While a prim, and ultimately self- 
serving, bourgeois mentality has 
almost certainly coloured the popu- 
lar reception of genuinely revolu- 
tionary films, (take, for example, the 
furor over Germaine Dulac’s 1928 
opus The Seashell and the Clergyman, 
which the British censor banned 
with the legendarily narrow-minded 
ruling that “if this film has a mean- 
ing, it is doubtless objectionable”), 
there have been many instances of 
the rib-nudging single-entendre 
variety, in which truly awful films 
like Emmanuelle (1974) have become 
genuine hits upon their theatrical 
release thanks both to their more 
“arty” moments and the intellectual 
hang-ups of self-styled liberal 
audiences. 

The press kit for Mexican director 





Carlos Reygadas’ most recent film 
Battle in Heaven identifies a recent 
vogue for real-life sex scenes like 
those in Michael Winterbottom’s 9 
Songs or Catherine Breillat’s Romance 
(both 2005), pushing the envelope 
and blurring boundaries between 
fiction and documentary, and, 
indeed, it is to this growing move- 
ment that Regadas’ film belongs. 
Marcos (Marcos Hernandez), a dri- 
ver whose wife (Bertha Ruiz) has 
accidentally killed a baby that they 
have abducted in a ransom scheme 
gone awry, embarks upon a physi- 
cally intimate affair with Ana (Anap- 
ola Mushkadiz), the daughter of his 
employer, who works ina high class 
brothel out of boredom and the need 
to rebel against her privileged 
upbringing. 

Each discovers the other's secret. 
Yet, although Reygadas may seem 
to owe a debt to Mexico's most 
famous auteur, Luis Buftuel, Battle in 
Heaven fails to provide the expected 
social critique. In this sense it is less 
like Bunuel’s famous (or notorious?) 
jab at bourgeois mores, Belle de Jour 
(1967), and more like Robert Bres- 
son’s Au Hazard Balthazar (1966), 
with its protagonist finally emanci- 
pated by an intense religious experi- 
ence. While Ana urges Marcos to 
give himself up to the police, he 
finally seeks redemption at the 
shrine of Our Lady of Guadalupe... 

It isn’t fair to call Reygadas’ film 
porn. An almost Bressonian purity 
distinguishes the imagery in the 
film, with a series of contemplative 
long takes focusing on visually 
arresting details, like the picturesque 
rolls of fat on Marcos’ wife's back, 
the texture of the skin on the backs 
of his hands, or the quality of the 
waning light of a sunset as it plays 
off his impassive features. 

Moreover, there’s a surprisingly 
welcome slowness to the film, with 
changes in characters’ inner states 
manifested in tiny, almost impercep- 
tible facial gestures, flaring nostrils, 
and twitching eyebrows in a way 
that’s also strongly reminiscent of 
the earliest of Bresson’s films. 

Reygadas has made much of the 
fact that Battle in Heaven features 
non-actors—Marcos Hernandez 
was, in fact, a chauffer for his own 
family—but this is, perhaps, its 
greatest problem. Certainly, it intro-

duces a unique moral ambiguity to 
the position of the spectator, for, as 
much as Reygadas would like to 
pretend otherwise, watching people 
actually have sex, which is, inciden- 
tally, nearly the only real action 
which occurs throughout the film’s 
90 minutes, is far different than 
watching them eat or sleep. 

There’s an uncomfortably 
voyeuristic feeling associated with it, 
which is perhaps the effect that Rey- 
gadas set out to achieve, yet, if such 
is the case, he has made himself vul- 
nerable to charges of sensationalism 
While Rey; gadas, in interviews, has 
agreed that “you cannot ask the 
actors that would do things that 
would hurt them, like a fight or a 
murder,” he has also insisted that “if 
they are walking up a flight of stairs, 
or kissing or making love, they 
should really be doing it,” a curious 
approach to the concept of “acting,” 
and one which has got his leading 
man into a bit of hot water at home. 
Hernandez’s wife, whom Reygadas 
dismisses as “pathologically jeal- 
ous,” is evidently deaf to protests of 
l'art pour art. She's already filed for 
divorce.

Petersen’s Poseidon beyond rescuing

ALKED DOWN JASPER AVENUE 
on my way to see Poseidon, some 
moronic skateboarder whizzed by, 
nearly hitting me as he rocketed 
through the city’s main drag 
[hollered an obscenity at him, but 
he ignored it, or more likely didn’t 
hear it, being wired to one of those 
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iPods, as most moronic skateboard- 
ers seem to be these days. Honestly, 
the only demographic in this city 
that has a higher concentration of 
pseudo-macho blockheads who love 
endangering the public are bike 
messengers. Both groups contain a 
shocking proportion of embarrass- 
ingly stupid poseurs who are tough 
enough to affect that swagger that is 
the cri du coeur of the genuinely irrel- 
evant, but not quite tough enough to 
obey the law and either stay off the 
sidewalks (Ail those cars in that big 
scary street! Now that the training 
wheels are off it must be really 
hard!) or get out of the way of 
pedestrians.

pathetic losers (OK, it doesn’t really 
mandate that second one, but it 
should). 

I feel content to indulge in this 
rambling, grumpy-old-man-style 
anti-scofflaw rant because I am con- 
fident that it’s far more interesting 
than anything you are likely to find 
in Poseidon, the movie I am sup- 
posed to be reviewing here. 

And I must say, I was actually 
ready to like it. Its director, Wolf- 
gang Petersen, is an interesting char- 
acter, having made his name in Ger- 
many with the genuinely weird Das 
Boot (1981), which featured hypnotic 
steadicam work, insane claustropho- 
bia, and the whiff of Nazi apologia. 
And his Hollywood stuff is equally 
odd. I vividly remember seeing 
Enemy Mine (1985) as a kid and 
being genuinely moved by its tale of 
human-alien brotherhood; it was 
like that episode of Battlestar Galacti- 
ca where Starbuck rebuilds and 
befriends the cylon, and yet some- 
how more profound. 

In the Line of Fire (1993) was a bit

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on the crypto-fascist side in a typical- 
ly Eastwood sort of way, and yet 
also featured cracks about drug deal- 
ing Contras, and that during an awe- 
some scene where Eastwood acci- 
dentally takes down a Secret Service 
agent with one of those telescoping 
batons. I'd watch it again if it came 
on late at night, and I'd probably 
enjoy it. 

Air Force One was... um... 

OK, Air Force One was hideous. 
And it never occurred to me for a 
moment to see Troy (recall that I saw 
Air Force One of my own accord). So 
maybe I should have known what I 
was in for going to Poseidon. 

The special effects are foolish. 
There are lots of explosions, insane 
feats of aqua- and acrobatics, etc., 
but nothing in the way of suspense. 
This is a shame, because there are 
flashes of Petersen’s old self; the 
scene where our intrepid crew has to 
crawl through airshafts definitely 
recalls the claustrophobia of Das 
Boot, and the shots of floating dead 
bodies are creepy. These are, howev- 
er, fleeting moments. Mostly Posei- 
don feels like the last 10 minutes of 
Air Force One, over and over again. 

Its actors are mostly C-list. Kurt 
Russell is the anchor of this ensem- 
ble, let’s put it that way. There are 
two exceptions. Freddy Rodriguez, 
obviously trying to create a post-Six- 
Feet-Under career, struggles nobly; 
he comes off OK, but is killed 
early on. 

The presence of Richard Dreyfuss, 
who God knows has seen better 
days, is depressing. Of the film’s 
(mandatory? Let me check the 
bylaws again!) characters of the ex- 
sailor/hunk/hero (Josh Lucas) and 
the girl-you'll-be-a-woman-soon 
daddy’s-girl (Jacinda Barrett), the 
les said the better. 

Really, that’s how I feel about 
Poseidon overall. Did I mention that 
on the way out of the theatre, some 
guy rode by us on his bike, on the 
sidewalk! I resisted the urge to hurl 
an obscenity; he seemed sort of 
schlumpy, so hey, what's the harm? 
Even grumpy-old-men-in-waiting 
need to know when to quit. Wolf- 
gang Petersen, I daresay, could take 
the hint there.

IN NORTH AMERICA, “IDENTITY” IS 
usually seen as a mundane, adoles- 
cent quest for some kind of mythical 
kernel of something that is uniquely 
you. What a luxury to be able to 
regard identity as a kind of self- 
improvement, nothing more than 
the embodiment of Western individ- 
uality in this society that teaches us 
that all people are equal at the same 
time as we insist that we are special, 
each of us. But we are also told, iden- 
tity is a sham, not inherent but a con- 
struct of what society makes us. 

It’s a luxury to pooh-pooh identity 
asa “mere” construct, because in 
other situations, identity—whether 
constructed or not—is life-or-death. 
Such is the case during the Ethiopian 
famine of the ‘80s. Thousands of 
refugees entered neighbouring 
countries like Sudan, often traveling 
for days on foot, only to find more 
hardship in the camps. For Jewish 
Ethiopians in a Muslim country, it 
was dangerous to reveal their her- 
itage for fear of violence. For this rea- 
son, the Israeli government airlifted 
many Ethiopian Jews to Israel to 
begin a new life. 

These are the circumstances sur- 
rounding the events in Va, Vis et 
Deviens (Live and Become), directed by 
Jewish Romanian ex-patriate Radu 
Mihaileanu, who now lives in 
France. A story about an African boy 
growing up in Israel would be fasci- 
nating on its own, but Mihaileanu 
puts another twist in it: the boy 
(played by Moshe Agazai, Mosche 
Abebe and Sirak M. Sabahat during 
various stages in his life), is born not 
a Jew, but Christian. 

His mother, seeing an opportunity 
for him, sends her son to Israel with 
a Jewish woman whose own son has 
recently died. The boy takes on the 
identity of the dead son, Solomon, 
and is renamed Shlomo in 
Jerusalem. Once there, Shlomo’s sur- 
rogate mother dies, and he is adopt- 
ed by a couple of (white) French sec- 
ular Jewish yuppies, who struggle 
alongside their adopted son, trying 
to understand while attempting to 
stand for their own beliefs in peace 
in an increasingly conservative 
society. 

Israel itself is a nation of many 
immigrants, but as an African, 
young Shlomo finds himself the tar- 
get of racism, while at the same time 


he battles fears of being discovered. 
But it’s interesting to see that even 
the very liberal (his parents, kindly 
strangers) are also unable to help 
him: every time he tries to confess 
his lie, they assert that yes, in fact he 
IS Jewish, the same as everyone else. 

The pull between group identity 
(as a Jew, Shlomo finds safety, com- 
munity, and love) and individual 
identity causes him to act out at first, 
but keen to survive, Shlomo immers- 
es himself in language (Hebrew and 
French) as well as Jewish texts and 
traditions. 

Like any other minority member, 
trying to assimilate, he does more 
than a good job in fitting in. 

This early development is slow, 
and the young actors playing Shlo- 
mo are certainly appealing, if you try 
and ignore the distracting sound- 
track that unnecessarily leads you to 
feel pity, anger, sadness, etc. The rest 
of it—the camera work, the linear 
plot—is strictly conventional, the 
better to expedite the telling of this 
story?

But the leisurely pacing of the first 
part allows us to really get to know 
the day-to-day put-downs and chal- 
lenges of being a refugee, punctuat 
ed by the more dramatic and some- 
times ham-fisted outbursts of more 
overt didacticism, from racists or 
well-meaning liberals alike. 


Mihaileanu puts 
another twist in 
it: the boy is 
born not a Jew, 
but a Christian. 


However, as the film progresses, 
the pace of the story picks up, gloss- 
ing over Shlomo’s romance with a 
local girl, his time spent at a kibbutz, 
his education, his marriage, father- 
hood... whew! It’s as if so much of 
the conflict and drama is over, and 
we all need to rush to the end to find 
another. 

Details like the Gulf War and 
peace talks with Yasser Arafat are 
paraded by and forgotten, as if the 
adult realities of national identity to 
add to community and individuality 
arent worth exploring. 

I wonder if a TV miniseries might 
have better served the story? At over 
two hours, I feel like only his child- 
hood is done any justice.

| FIND TT WEIRD WHEN MUSICIANS 
complain about touring,” remarks 
Sean Maxey. “I can’t think of any- 
thing better than traveling around a 
beautiful country, meeting exactly 
the kind of people you would want 
to meet. You know how sometimes 
you're traveling and you want to 
meet people, but you don't find any- 
one? Our shows are attended by 
people we like.” 

Maxey himself is likeable. The 
guitarist and singer of Vancouver's 
The Doers is an affable, easy pres- 
ence, with a conversational style 
bent towards the thoughtful and 
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curious. Talking to Maxey vaguely 
evokes ’70s science shows, the ones 
where viewers were perpetually 
beckoned to join a pith-helmeted or 
lab-coated brainiac to uncover a 
mystery of nature. 

Over the past few years (“May 2 
was our three-year birthday”), The 
Doers have plied their amalgam of 
sound—danceable acoustic punk 
frantically crabbed over a jazz-nod- 
ding rhythm section and a stripped- 
down warmth—at more than 250 
shows. Maxey and bandmate Sarah 
Jane trade off on vocals, which seem 
halfway between nostalgic skipping 
songs and David Byrnesian melodic 
desperation. 

With the recent release of Whatcha 
Doin'?, The Doers are again on the 
road, collecting the requisite rock 
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injuries. Maxey’s back went down in 
the Maritimes, and for a nanosec- 
ond, he entertains the idea of sitting 
down for the next show, before 
laughing. “That would be no fun. 
Our shows have become more and 
more physical. I guess we have to 
earn our name.” 


FUN FOR ALL 

An apt distillation of the energy of 
their live show, Whatcha Doin’? is 
the consummate Doers album: 19 
songs; 41 minutes; one furious, ebul- 
lient torrent of handclap-laden, 
shout-along fun. Bratty and idealis- 
tic, lyrics include references to them- 
selves and their own (“Just like a 
Doers song/he won't be staying 
long”) and swirls in some precious- 
ness (an equine love song opens the 
album), along with some deep woe 
(the eerie joy of their cover of out- 
sider geek hero Daniel Johnston’s 
‘Wicked World’). 

While Vancouver's Red Cat 
released the CD, the LP version is 
coming out on Edmonton’s Reluc- 
tant Records, silkscreened by label 
founder Evan Carleton. “I have to 
hand it to Evan,” Maxey says. “It’s a 
five-colour silkscreen. The registra- 
tion, the distribution of the ink—it’s 
pretty amazing.” 

If that assessment has a ring of 
authority to it, it could be because 
Maxey’s other calling is art. Each 
copy of last year’s Plastic Bass EP 
was lovingly handmade featuring 
Maxey’s work. His illustrations for 
Whatcha Doin'?, alongside contribu- 
tions from bassist Barry Higginson 
and a couple other art pals, appear 
to document a jumbled dreamland 
of an eternal summer in the early 
1970s. 

“The CD art is different than the 
vinyl,” Maxey notes. “The vinyl has 


different.” 

Maxey doesn’t just mean visually. 
“There's an actual difference in the 
mastering job. With a lot of records, 
you can tell that they took the CD 
and plopped it onto vinyl. It sounds 
tinny and small and there’s not that 
warmth. We expected a crappy vinyl 
interpretation of the CD, but got this 
thing that’s making us very happy.” 


THE PUNCH LINE 

“It would be nice to be able to be 
custom with everything,” he sighs. 
“We prefer that. But work and atten- 
tion went into the CD cover. For 
Barry and I, this is our ninth CD 
together. We've known each other 
for 13 years. There are certain limita- 
tions with a tight budget, but it’s 
nice to have something like we 
intended.” 

The album is a bit of ar era bridge 
for the Doers. Drummer Jerf moved 
from Vancouver to Edmonton dur- 
ing the gap between recording and 
the CD release. The new drummer 
(the single-monikered Joy, keeping 
the whole one name beginning with 
‘Y drummer tradition alive) is doing 
a solid job, and plans include a July 
trip back into the studio with her. 
On the downside, she also plays in 
another active band, and may not be 
able to perpetually “Do.” 

“But I have a new attitude about 
that,” Maxey offers. “It gets rid of 
any pressure. We're touring, we're 
excited. It’s working well. The whole 
concept of ownership in a band is 
weird. I don’t want to sound flaky, 
but the concept of putting our names 
on things is weird, if we're the result 
of all these influences. I don’t want a 
strict roster of membership. I want it 
to be able to include everyone.” 

He concludes, “Actually, it’s 
weird when you think about it, to go

IN RHONDA WITHNELL’S WORLD, SINGERS 
and songs have always been the center of 
attention. 

“| guess I've been singing just about as 
long as | can remember,” relates Withnell, 
describing her musical roots. “I sang with all 
my brothers and sisters and took piano 
lessons, at first reluctantly, but then | got into 
it. | ended up at Grant MacEwan as a result 
of hearing fre changes that came about in 
my sister-in-law’s voice when she studied 
there.” 

That's where she was introduced to 
jazz—Ella Fitzgerald, especially—and her 
lie changed. 

“| heard Ella and that'was it... | became 
really involved in jazz and left everything 
else behind. Sheila Jordan, Dinah Washing- 
ton, and Shirley Horn were the singers | was 
listening to.” 

But Withnell’s musical path has been a 
twisting one. She's worked with the Tro- 
cadero Orchestra, with Tommy Banks at the 
Winspear Centre, as an instructor at GMCC 
and privately, and as singer with the band 
Better Days. “Now |'m listening to just about 
everything, including Led Zeppelin,” chuckles 
Withnell, “I'm really drawn to Rickie Lee 
Jones, Feist, and Latin and Portuguese music; 
Milton Nasciemento and Mercedes Sosa. 
There is something about the way that Latin 
music rolls off your tongue and the way 
things are pronounced that makes it seem so 
romantic, I feel like a totally different singer.” 

Which brings us to IF! Ruled the World. 
It's a throwback to another time and place, a 
collection of songs with roots in the ‘50s and 
early '60s, There are such familiar but not 
overplayed songs as “Blue Gardenia,” “A 
Kiss To Build A Dream On,” “Moonlight Ser- 
enade,” and “So Hard to Forget.” 

“V've been humming these songs in m 
head since | was a kd? explains Withnel, 
“and I'm always worried that this older music 
will disappear; it’s so incredibly beautiful.” 

The album was produced over the course 
of eight months at Mike Lent’s Tenth Street 
Studios. The sparse, roomy arrangements 
give Withnell and her musicians oly of

have a sense of how to keep a class 
interested—rock ‘n’ roll bands are 
practically expected to be on the 
edge. Not just in the usual stage 
histrionics, loud guitars, and flashy 
clothes—although all these things 
can be helpful—but mostly in the 


sense of chaos and uncertainty need- 


ed to motor a truly great band. 

We're talking about The Constan- 
tines here, right? Anyone who’s 
been lucky enough to have seen the 
last few local performances from the 
Ontario five piece usually come 
away shaking their heads at the 
sheer power of the band. Never 
mind the albums—although Shine A 
Light and last year’s Tournament of 
Hearts are the kind of records that 
change lives—it’s the impassioned, 
go-for-broke live shows that make 
the band’s reputation. Will they or 
won't they fall off that platform? 

No worries—they know exactly 
what they’re doing. 

It's seemingly an innate sensibili- 
ty, possibly best exemplified by 
Webb’‘s secondhand description of 
the final set of a Gordon Lightfoot 
performance as relayed to him by 
Constantines keyboardist Will Kid- 
man: “by the end he was screech- 
ing—not even singing. Will said it 
was one of the coolest things he’d 
ever seen, because he was just givin’ 
it. He was just so there.” 

Webb puts the blame for some of 
the band’s current flirtation with 
looseness and open song structures 
ona group side project devoted to 
yet another Canadian icon—a Neil 
Young & Crazy Horse cover band 
called Horsey Craze. 

“It's actually affected the way that 
we've been writing music lately,” he 
observes about the open ended

aggregation, which often sees 4 or 5 
guitarists and a trumpet player on 
stage ata time.

You see how this all ties together? 

Lately Webb has had to miss out 
ona few Horsey Craze shows—he’s 
been living in Montreal since Janu- 
ary, and only returns to Toronto to 
practice and record with his band 
mates. In fact, right after the inter- 
view he had to pack up and head 
out to start on the first leg of the tour 
that will have them in Edmonton for 
May 21st. 

Touring is his life now—the Con- 
stantines’ success has been such 
that he’s been away from the dead 
end world of minimum wage jobs 
since 2004. 

“As long as we're on the road, I’m 
way more secure financially than I 
was before,” he affirms. “T was 
always living one month at a time.” 

Which is likely how he’s still liv- 
ing—well, okay, two months at a 
time—but at least he now gets to 
choose the hours, and there’s no 
office dress code. The co-workers— 
in this case Blood Meridian and fel- 
low Sub Pop label mate Chad Van- 
gaalen—are pretty cool too. 

“If we can choose who we go on 
the road with, it becomes a lot easi- 
er—like an extended family,” Webb 
explains. “That's a much nicer way 
to do it—we tend to get matched up 
with loud guitar bands all the time. 
It’s nice to be able to hear different 
things.”

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VIDEO KILLED... 

IF THERE IS ONE THING EDMONTON ISN‘T 
really missing, as you will see in this week's 
column, it’s pure raw talent. 

Fair enough, mi sometimes our own 
creative wunderkinds are a tad overlooked, 
taken for granted, or simply in hiding, but 
young film/Vvideo director Michael Maxxis is 
one artist who's no longer content to hide. 

At 23, his groundbreaking work and the 
buzz surrounding it would lead you to think 
he’s some kind of “music videos’ Orson 
Welles.” 

Woah, hold on, we might be getting 
ahead of ourselves. 

“One thing | don’t want to do is rush into 
anything,” admits Maxxis, keeping his cool. 
“One bad film can torpedo your entire 
career. | want to make sure | learn and 
prowess properly and take the time to per- 

my craft.” 

Film was a late career choice, one he 
made while studying business at the Universi- 
ty of Western Ontario. Maxxis admits he 
asked himself, “When I'm 80 years old, what 
do | want fo look back at and be proud off 

“| wanted to, metaphorically, live forever 
Film is a great way to do that because you 
have an opportunity to make an impact on 
people.” 

Inspired by the music of Edmonton’s Mur- 
der sy Sparrows, Maxxis took the money 
he had and self-financed the band’s first 
video, “Burn in Water.” The video was 
quickly picked up by Much Music, and 
Maxxis’ reputation began to grow, as he 
then got signed as a director with the 
Revolver Film Company in mid-April, as well 
as being booked to work on new videos for 
Grady, Default, and Alfie Zappacosta. 

The MCS video encompasses the goals 
the young director strives to achieve: to be 
subtle and profound, use symbolic imagery, 
stir up some controversy, but not to “be cool 
for the sake of being cool,” 

At the same time, Maxxis’ aim is to make 
a strong statement by using simple visuals, 
and to be able to perhaps comment on the 
state of the world—case in point, the open- 
ing sequence to “Burn in Water” features a 

“young boy wearing a mask and clad in 
American h boxer shorts, holding a hand- 
ful of red balloons and a gun. You figure it 


“When you watch Much Music, it’s almost 
hypnotic how all the videos blend. into each 
other.

Willie Mitchell’s production is as 
subdued as it was on Al Green’s 
“How Can You Mend a Broken 
Heart,” rendering Howard Grimes’ 
drumming cynical and detached. 
The brass and the strings don’t dare 
to make a single misstep, treading 
carefully around Peebles, simply 
accompanying, while the Hodges 
brothers—Mabon “Teenie” on gui- 
tar, Leroy “Flick” bass, and Charlie 
at the Organ—play as if pretending 
it’s raining. But as soon as Peebles 
opens her mouth, the Hodges are 
silenced as well. 

On the opening title track, Pee- 
bles’ voice doesn’t appear as frostbit- 
ten as it is later on her vengeful tune. 
Here, her voice is as fragile, fright- 
ened, and hollow as John Lennon’s 
on Plastic Ono Band 

Seven of the album's 10 songs 
were written by Peebles and her 
husband Don Bryant. On some of 
them, the couple was aided by local 
radio DJ Barney Miller. Apparently 


it only took 45 minutes to compose 
and record the song “I Can‘t Stand 
the Rain’ during a late night session. 
Earl Handle contributes two num- 
bers, “I’m Gonna Tear Your Play- 
house Down” and “If We Can't 
Trust Each Other,” and unlike Pee- 
bles’ previous albums, ! Can't Stand 
the Rain contains only one cover, a 
brilliant version of Joe Simon’s 
“(You Keep Me) Hanging On.” 


RESPECT 

There are those who claim Ann 
Peebles owes everything to Aretha 
Franklin, that her voice is but a car- 
bon copy.

Festival banking on successful recipe 


THE 2006 EDITION OF THE EDMONTON 
Labatt Blues Festival promises more of the 
same popular recipe e local blues fans this 
summer at the Heritage Amphitheatre in 


Hawrelak Park, with 13 acts to perform over 
the ps el el of August 25-27. 

When asked about what goes into select 
ing and assembling the line-up, co-producer 
Carrol Deen explains that “our process has 
always been the same: we start with a huge 
wish-list” and then they whittle it down from 
there based on availability. 

One new element for this year's festival is 
the inclusion of a house horn section, the 
Texas Homs, who are slated to perform each 
night with a differentact. 

As for the rest of the musicians, the most 
important criterion for Deen is that she has 
not simply heard the artists’ music but has 
actually seen them live. 

“We make sure that we've actually had 
Sur bums in front of them to see how they 
perform,” she says, noting that in-studio

prowess ais not always translate into 
on-stage chops. 

This means that Deen has had the envi- 
able task of touring around North America 
attending blues festivals, gigs, and competi- 
tions, al in hopes of recruiting a dream 
lineup. 

Some artists, such as Blue Mercy Band's 
Diunna Greenlecf, proved Scstickely elu- 
sive: “We chased her all around the U.S.,” 
says Deen, who eventually landed this win- 
ner of the 2005 International Blues 
Challenge. 

Deen is particularly excited about this 
year’s contingent of female performers, 
which also includes Eden Brent, Reba Russell, 
and Tracy Newman. 

Newman will be appearing as part of the 
Sunday night closing act Chicago Blues 
Reunion, an all-star ensemble consisting of 
what Deen describes as “all the cats that 
were in Chicago in the ‘60s, the white boys 
who got to play with the legends’—legends 


such as Muddy Waters and Howlin’ Wolf. 

Deen says she’s cautious when using a 
term like “legend,” though she does reserve it 
for another of this festival's performers: 
namely, octogenarian pianist Henry Gray, 
another ge in the Chien scene of the 
‘50s and ‘60s. “The pi often used 
loosely,” she says, “but he is truly a legend.” 

Deen is up-front when asked if the festival 
is geared towards attracting an audience 
outside of the city’s blues regulars. “Not real- 
ly,” she says. “There's only room for 3,000 
of our closest friends—it's a party!”

DARLING ARMS, THE DECEPTIVELY PLURAL- 
sounding name of Christina Frances’ latest 
musical endeavour, is more of a solo project 
than anything.

Also counting The Greenhornes’ Jack 
Lawrence and Patrick Keeler as well as 
singer/songwriter Bréndan Benson among 
their ranks, The Raconteurs are hailed as the 
current supergroup of the Detroit scene, com- 
bining their various individual paths and 
influences into o quartet-minded etfort. 

From pure pop (“Intimate Secretary,” the 
delicate “Together,” the wacked-out “Blue 
Veins”) to straight-up old-fashioned rockin’ 
(the catchy-as-all-hell “Steady As She Goes,” 
“Level”), Broken Boy Soldiers is a solid, 
hook-laden album that, overall, is eerily Bea- 
tles-driven. 

White still has a few Stripes-y slide-guitar 
moments (“Store Bought Bones”), but the 
writing and harmonies, along with the four- 
ikea ear of the band, make for an album 
that, surprisingly enough, is a little too com- 
fortable in its traditional approach.

MONEEN HAVE ALWAYS HAD TROUBLE 
matching the intensity of their live show on 
record. 

For those unfamiliar with the band’s live 
delivery, to witness Moneen on any given 
night is to see something incredible h- 
energy performances, theatrics, controlled 
chaos, and excitement. Few bands are capo- 
ble (or willing) to put as much effort into the 
spectacle that is a Moneen show. 

One could argue that the closest the band 
came fo harnessing that energy was on their 
2000 debut Smaller Chairs for the Early 
1900s, a sometimes raw and unpolished 
opening salvo from these Bramptonites 
(Bramptoners? Bramptonians!). 

Both full-length follow-ups, though quite 
solid, failed tc realize the bend! potential, 
and the studio setting seemed to be challeng- 
ing for a band that had made it's name 
through constant touring. The Red Tree falls a 
bit short as well, though with the help of pro- 
ducer Brian McTernan (Hot Water Music, et 
al.), Moneen has come as close as ever, with 
a set of melodic, driven songs, and a few 
surprises in the mix.
